Warehousemen Ask That "Pool" Officials Be 


Enjoined From Issuing Further Warrants

Judge D. Price Withers of the Danville Corporation 


Court late this morning, issued two 'restraining orders against 
the Co-Operative Marketing Association, preventing offi- 
cials of the organization from taking any further action in 
the criminal courts against the auction warehousemen for a 
period of 90 days. The order was issued following leagthly 
petitions had been filed by the Danville Warehouse 
Corporation and the Piedmont Warehouse Corporation. This 
is the first counter blow struck by the warehousemen against 
the "Co-Ops" since the issuance of four warrants against 
them a few days ago. 
The temporary restraining orders were issued by the 


court without notice. Papers were being prepared early this 
afternoon in the office of the Clerk of the Court to be serv- 
ed on all of the parties involved as defendants. 


This will give the Co-Operative Asociation through coun- 


sel the right to give- notice of contest and would result in a 
date being set for a hearing thus placing the case squarely 
before the court for the hearing of evidence. Should the tem- 
porary injunctions be dissolved it would be possible for the 
auction warehousemen to go through the same proceeding 
and seek an injunction from one of the judges of the State 
Supreme Court. 
On the other hand were the injunctions 


to be made permanent then the "Co-Ops" would have the 
right of appeal.

PHILADELPHIA. Oct. 30.—Word 


of the death of Bonar Law was re- 
ceived with deep regret by David 
Lloyd George upon his arrival here 
today. News of the passing away of 
the British statesman was kept from 
Mr. Lloyd George J>y his assistants 
until he had finished breakfast in his 
private car. 
He then dispatched a. 
message to the daughter of the late 
premier and . in a statement to the 
press said: 
"I have heard ihe sad news with 


deep regret tinged •vrith r.eKef that 
the long and- severe-suffering has at 
last come to a. peaceful end... T saw 
him shortly before I left for this 
country and the news' certainly wag 
not unexpected by me. 
"During the last years'of the war 


and the first years of peace we work- 
ed in closer cooperation and partner- 
ship than probably another two min- 
isters of the crown had ever worked 
before.' There was "hardly a day we 
did not meet and not a day we did 
not communicate with each other and 
interchange views. 
No ihan could 
wish for a more loyal, sagacious and 
helpful partner in the times of emer- 
gency. 
"Although we had serio.us poltical 
views during the past year, our 
friendship never broke and we met 
just a few. days before I -left for 
these shores. It fills me with sadness 
to think I shall- never meet him 
again."

Counsel for Mrs Stokes sought to 
make Mr. Knowles admit that Elihu 
nost, then secretary of state, had 
transferred him to Nicaragua as a re- 
sult of his connection with the theft. 
This, Mr Knotvles denied and also 
said he had no personal knowledge of 
the lawyer's assertion that Mr Root 
later had recovered the code by pur- 
chasing it from a Russian for $20,- 
000 after the Japanese ambassador at 
St Petersburg had refused to pay 
$40,000 for it 


Mr Knowles testified that he had 


been unable to find 
a safe hiding 
place for the code book In the Buch- 
arest legation and that it had disap- 
peared shortly after his arrival

imbedded continues to point to the 
great remoteness of the era in -which 
the Santa. Barbara man lived, de- 
claies Di. J p. Harrington, who un- 
covered the skeleton, reiterating his 
original assertion that the discovery 
would bring about a complete revi- 
sion of anthropological theories con- 
cerning the North American contin- 
ent 
The skulls, 
with the beetling 
brows and leceding foreheads, he de- 
clared, definitely establish In his op- 
inion the fact that North America was 
discovered thousands of years before 
Columbus' historic arrival, by primi- 
tive ape-like men just in the transi- 
tory period from anthropoid to man, 
who crossed from Asia by way of Be- 
hrmgr Strait, found an 
uninhabited 
land and laid the foundation of abor- 
dlngmal cmli^ation

bedded in the hard pan Js similar ta 
the place where the primitive re- 
mains of the first inhabitants of Scot- 
land were found on what is known as

The Krupp establishment is to ben- 


efit by a. special arrangement with 
the French regarding a resumption of 
work, although Fritz Homann, ad- 
ministrator of the Krupp -works In 
Essen, denied that such a contract 
was signed yesterday. 
Bochum and

most dangerous situation the French 
are facing here. 
Bochum has be- 


tween 60,000 and 70,000 unemployed. 
The number will be doubled tomor- 
row if the industrialists carry out 
their decision to shut all factories and 
mines.

THE NEGRO MIGRATION 


Negro migration from the South to 


the North is variously accounted for, 
and. there is difference of opinion as 
to the permanence of the movement. 
But the voluntary removal of 478,700 
laborers 
from 
a 
dozen 
Southern 


states within the 12 months ended 
August 31 last is a phenomenon the 
significance of which should be de- 
termined. As the nearly half a mil- 
lion migrats are described as labor- 
ers, the inference is the count applies 
only to the males who have sought 
new fields of activity. 
A fair as- 


sumption is that their removal will 
be followed by that of hundred of 
thousands of females and children, 
if this movement has not already be- 
gun in force. 


The department of labor collected 


the • figures of negro migration and 
its representatives sought also to find 
the meaning of it. Some think it is 
a temporary manifestation of desire 
to profit from high wages in the 
North and that cold weather will 
drive most of the men "home" this 
winter. 
Others attribute it to rest- 


lessness and profess to believe that 
the migrants do not all go North but 
move from, place to place in the 
South so that in reality the Southern 
states are not losing their colored 
populations to appreciable extent. 


Never before has there been a 


greater disposition on the part of 
Northern capitalists to invest in the 
South- 
A new day has been awak- 


ening for us. An abundance of cheap 
labor has been one of the attractions 
for Northern enterprise. 
This will 


fade, though, if that labor is driven 
out- 
And the great loss will fall on 


the 'South; which has no greater need 


The bonus bill will also come be- 


fore the next Congress. If this should 
pass, as now seems possible, it will 
necessitate an increase in taxation, 
estimated at from $40 to SSO per 
year per family, according to the 
plan adopted. 


The shipping situation is causing 


a good deal of worry, principally be- 
cause private interests refuse to pur- 
chase and operate without a subsidy.

tailing strength.

ture of Mr. Bonar Law's illness was 
ever made out the public drew an in- 
ference

Thomas Horder. who was attending 
him when he resigned and who has 
since been his physician, is one ot 
the foremost cancer specialists. 


During the interval spent in the 


country since his retirement from the 
prime ministership, Mr. Bonar Law 
has been able to tak.e outdoor walks 
and also motored considerably.

seemed to indicate that he was hold- 
ing his own, had not prepared the 
public for the news of his compara- 
tively rapid decline. 


Andrew Bonar Law, one of the 


most powerful figures in political Eu- 


22%. 'rope preceding, during- and immedi- 
""" 
ately following the World "War. be- 
came Prime Minister of England Oct. 
23. 11123! upon the resignation of 
David Lloyd George—last of the fa- 
mous war premiers and of the "Big 
Four" at Versailles to step down from 
office. 
Bonar Law had distinguished him- 


self five years before as the man who 
refused a king's offer to make him 
Prime Minister. 
As leader of 
the 


Conservatives, the largest single par- 
ty in the House of Commons, he was- 
summoned "by King George to form 
a cabinet late in 1916. after Lloyd 
George, then Minister of Munitions 
had forced an issue with Premier As- 
quith and brought about the latter's 
resignation. 
The political colleague? 


of Asquith, however. 
declined 
to 


promise adhesion, and believing that 
a coalition government was essential 
for the successful prosecution of th« 
war, Bonar Law refused the honor 
Lloyd George and his famous war 
cabinet was the result. 


Often called 
the '-Roosevelt 
of 


Ensrland" b'ecause of his tremondous 
following from all parties and 
all 


walks of life. 
Bonar 
Law became 


Chancellor of the Exchequer under 
the new premier and fought side by 
Mde with the "Little Welsh 
Giant" 


until the Spring of 1921. when he was 
forced to retire because of ill health. 


Although always a champion of the 


man he had virtually made premier, 
Bonar Law remained with his party 
when the Conservatives, in 1922. met 
and decided to withhold support from 
the coalition government, which, it 
was fell, had out-lived the emergen- 
cy for which it was created. Despite 
his failinff health, he was considered 
the logical successor to Lloyd George 
and when the 
king again invited 


him to form a ministry, he found no 
words behind which to couch a re- 
fusal.

i-tnown that his health '' again had 
broken down. Late in May. 1923, ii 
was announced that the premier was 
imminent. A fe wdays later his for- 
mal resignation was rilec! with the 
king and~Stanley Ba.dwin. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, was named to suc- 
ceed him. 
In contrast to the epochal period 


during the war, the Armistice and tre 
era. of reconstruction subsequent 
to 


the ending of hostilities, '.he srovcrn- 
ment of Bonar Law was eclipsed in 
importance. 
although it dealt with 


fame and the removal of more than 
100,000 surviving- British soldiers from 
an untenable position. 


His services as government leader 


in the House of Commons, a more dif- 
ficult and thankles position than that

trious predecessors,

Xew of his retirement due to ill 


health in the Spring- of 1921, came 
as a shock to his colleagues and tri- 
outes to his work were paid even by 
former bitter 
opponents.

Premier Asquith said: "I have for 
many years been engaged in giving 
and taking blows from Mr. Bonar 
Law but they never left any ranco; 
Behind them." Lloyd George, in read- 
ing the retiring Chancellor's letter ot 
resignation, repeatedly choked back 
sobs and expressed the hope that his 
friend might return to his duties af- 
ter a prolonged rest. 
'Finally the 


premier, who had been so cburageous 
and powerful in the conduct of the 
war, 
sank back into his seat with a 


gesture indicating his inability to con- 
tinue. 


Bonar Law's breakdown dated from 


shortly before the Paris Peace Con- 
ference of 1919 which he attended 
as one of the British delegates. 


The disposition 
of Bonar Law to 


take the most positive stand on grave 
public questions caused him some em- 
barrassment before his first retire- 
ment. He was an tincomprmising foe 
to the Irish republican movement, 
and when Lord Mayor MacSwiney of 
Cork lay dying, a hunger striker in 
Brixton "prison, James Henry Thomas, 
president of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, representing 6.500.000 British 
workers, blamed Bonar Law as "the 
one man more than any other who 
has justified in Ulster and in Parlia- 
ment the spirit of rebellion." In a 
speech in Edinburgh the chancellor 
prophesied that the government would 
fail unless it was "firm" in dealing 
with Sinn Fein. 


The desire of Lloyd George 
and 


nBoar Law to resume trade relations 
with Russia through the Soviet gov- 
ernment also met with determined 
resistance from Earl Curzon. the for- 
eign Secretary, 
Winston 
Churchill 


then Secretary for War. and Austin 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. 
The difficulty of the situa- 


tion was made greater by the attitude 
of France and America, where there 
was much opposition to the British 
plan.
